The original target was to take potshot» at Den-*cratie administra­ 
tion favorites who got big fees as executives and lawyer* for gnvern- 
ment-held alien properties seized during the war. This is bound to be 
good clay pigeon shooting for the R epublicans, ii it scores any hits 
But now Senator W iley’s field of fire is broadening into a complete 
analvsis of the extent to which I G Farben, the big German chemical 
trust, still is tied up with its former American subsidiaries. 
They include General Aniline and Film. General Dyestuff and the 
Schermg corporations. 
As.'ets of these three companies are •worth around 150 million dollars. 
Their U. S. properties were seized by the Alien Property Custodian in 
1942 and the government still holds them. 
R eports recently received by Senator W iley's office indicate that 
General Aniline, through its sale? agent General DyestufT, has let con­ 
tracts for a number of foreign distributorships. Key figures in these 
foreign sales agencies have been identified as former officials of the 
I G i arben chemical trust. 


'T 'H IS may be pure coincidence 
But it has led Senator W iley’s staff 
* to inquire into the extent to which the U. S. government has 
broken up the German trust’s hold over its former American subsidi­ 
aries. 
Main reason why General Aniline properties in the U. S. have not 
been sold by the Alien Property Office is that this has been blocked 
by a lawsuit 
Plaintiff in the case is a Swiss holding company known 
for short as Interhandel corporation. 
At the start of the war Interhandel claims it owmcd majority stock 
control of General Aniline and its affiliated companies. General A ni­ 
line was organized as an American corporation, ho’ACver, and its prin­ 
cipal officers were Germans who had become naturalized American 
citizens. 
It is the contention of the U. S government that Interhandel was in 
reality a dummy corporation which was in turn owned by I. G Farben 
The Swiss holding company, it is claimed, was set up to conceal G er­ 
man ownership and so prevent seizure of I. G Farben properties in 
the U. S., under the alien property laws. 
If Swiss ownership can be proved in court, then the American gov­ 
ernment’s vesting of General .Aniline v/ould be knocked out. 


TF the investigation uncovers anything more than who has been 
^ riding on the alien property "grav'y train,” as the Senate calls it, 
a big staff of iawv-ers and expert accountants will have to dig deep in 
corporation record caves for many months. In an election year, the 
public may not be too interested. 
There is one other factor which may explain a lot. When the resolu- 
ticr. to end the state of war with Germany was before the U. S Senate 
ia;-t October, Senator W iley proposed an amendment. 
It would have authorized the daughters of Ernest Harbach to bring 
' 
against the U. S government for recovery of shares in General 
Dye5*uff 
which they formerly owned but later sold to the Alien 
I'rcperlv Office, through General Aniline. 
Ernest Harbach was for many years president of General DyestufT 
and an I G Farben manager in ike United States. 
Senator W iley declares his amendment was merely a matter of ser- 
\ n e to enable a native-born American citizen to establish his rights in 
court 
But the Senate refused to pass the W iley amendment, Senator 
Wiley's interest in investigating the Alien Property Office began at 
that time.
